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This is a decision on the petition, filed February 28, 2005, under 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the 
above-identified application.

Effective December 8, 2004, the petition to revive unintentionally abandoned application (small 
entity) was increased to $750 while the late oath or declaration Surcharge remained at $65.
